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Cardinal Collins celebrates 75th anniversary 


Thomas Cardinal Collins cel¬ 
ebrated mass at Holy Martyrs of 
Japan Catholic Church, on Nov. 15, 
to “Give thanks to God, and cele¬ 
brate the 75th anniversary of the 
parish dedicated to the Holy Mar¬ 
tyrs of Japan." 

Catholic worship in Bradford 
and surrounding area dates back to 
at least 1864, when a small mission 
church was built on Queen St. - part 
of the Parish of St. John Chrysos¬ 
tom, of Newmarket. It wasn't until 
1940, that the independent Parish 
of Holy Martyrs of Japan was estab¬ 
lished, with Rev. Fr. Melville Bolan 
as the first parish priest. 

Since then, the parish has seen 
the construction of two larger 
churches - a new building at the 
comer of Queen and Moore Streets, 


constructed in 1957, and the c 
rent church at 167 Essa St., which 
opened its doors in 1990. 

“This is a day of Thanksgiving," 
Cardinal Collins told the hundreds 
who filled the pews for the anniver¬ 
sary mass. He reflected on the past, 
looked forward to the future, but 
most of all urged the congregation 
to live in the present, in the service 

There is an instruction to priests, 
to “celebrate this mass as if it was 
your first mass, as if it was your last 
mass, as if it was your only mass,” 
Cardinal Collins said, encourag¬ 
ing Christians “to live this day as if 
it was your first day, your last day, 
your only day.” 

What is most important, he said, 
is “how we live now, ready to meet 
the Lord. We need to live in the 
moment... Time is not forever. We 
have to wake up, live rightly - now.” 


And while Christians may n( 
be called to die for Christ, as were 
the Holy Martyrs of Japan - St. 

Paul Miki and 25 companions, 
executed by crucifixion in Naga¬ 
saki in 1597 - “certainly we are 
called to live for Christ,” he said.

Gas tax for transit 

The province of Ontario has 
announced the distribution of 
$332.9 million in gas tax funding to 
95 municipalities - earmarked for 
public transit. The total distributed 
has increased $11.4 million from 
2014. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury, which 
introduced public transit in 2014, has 
received $248,866 in funding. 

Ontario shares two cents per 
litre of its gas tax revenues to 
provide a stable base of funding for 
the development and improvement 
of public transit. The amounts 
distributed vary - from $7,072, 
granted to the village of Machin, on 
Eagle Lake northwest of Thunder 
Bay, to the $169.17 million received 
by the City of Toronto. 

“Year over year, this permanent 
funding program helps improve 
and expand our public transit 
systems," said Stephen Del Duca, 
Minister of Transportation. “This is 
further proof of our government's 
commitment to making the daily 
commute and quality of life better 
for Ontario families.”

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Council backs down on Heritage Registry

When Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury Council asked the town's Herit¬ 
age Committee to update the Heritage 
Registry - a list of buildings of poten¬ 
tial heritage value - the goal was to be 
proactive, avoiding situations where a 
home was identified as “heritage” only 
after itwas purchased byadeveloper 

Listing on the registry allows a 
60-day delay in issuing a demolition 
permit, time enough to investigate the 
heritagevalue of the structure. 

But when the Heritage Commit¬ 
tee listed over 400 buildings that were 
pie-Second World War and of possible 
interest, and sent out letters inform¬ 
ing the property owners, it unleashed 
a storm of protest and demands to be 
taken off the list 

Some of those property owners 
were in council, Nov. 17, voicing their 
demands in Open Forum 

Brian Hughes, owner of a poten¬ 
tial development property on Line 8, 
brought his lawyer Aynnsley Anderson 
identified the concerns as, “first, lackof 
consultation, and lack of engagement,” 
accusing the committee of a “drive- 
by assessment of heritage-style build¬ 
ings.” 

She noted the reason given for the 
listing was “home displays many her¬ 
itage attributes:.. To my knowledge, 
no-one has done a list of the heritage 


attributions. We don’t know what the 
attributes are that got it on (the list).” 
Hughes and his lawyer cited numer- 


tions to newvinyi windows, and a con¬ 
crete foundation, in arguing the home 
should be delisted. 

“You went about this in a disgust¬ 
ing manned' said Graham McCreery. 
“The Heritage Committee has thrown 
together a list - it’s been terribly han¬ 
dled. What you’re saying is everyone 
on that list is 'guilty: You have to prove 
yourself innocent” - that is, not herit¬ 
age. “Take me off the list. I don’t want 
to hear any more about it” 

Deputy Mayor James Leduc, 
although he emphasized that list¬ 
ing on the registry does not mean a 
house will be designated “heritage’: 
suggested that all 32 properties before 
council - not only homes identified 
by the committee as of no or dubi¬ 
ous heritage value, listed in error, 
but 11 properties that the committee 
identified as having “clear heritage 
attributes” worthy of listing. 

“It’s upsetting that we’ve upset so 
many residents," Leduc said, sug¬ 
gesting that the Heritage Committee 
should go back to the drawing board. 
“I think we need to rethink this proc¬ 
ess... I think sending a letter down their 
throat was not the right way.” He was 
applauded by residents. 

“This has been going on for quite a 
while - the debate anu me rear or oeing 


on the registry,” said Councillor Mark 
Contois. He expressed sympathy with 
owners who asked to be delisted. “It's 
my home. I don’t like being told what 
to do... I think it needs to be a volun¬ 
teer basis.” He suggested coundl could 
always step in, if demolition was pro- 

Coundllor Raj Sandhu agreed there 
was a need to start fresh, “but I’m not 
prepared to sit here andthrowthe Her¬ 
itage Committee under the bus. We 
gave them the mandate.” 

Sandhu pointed out “having a prop¬ 
erty on the registry is not designation,” 
but agreed there should have been 
dialogue and explanations “instead of 
sending a letter.. Go to those people. 
If they want to be on the list, put them 
on the list If they don’t let’s have a dia¬ 
logue. Let’s talk, and positive will come 
out of this.” 

Councillor Ron Orr defended the 
committee. "Iheywentoutandlooked 
for homes prior to (the Second World 
War) to put on the list They did by no 
means want to offend anyone. They 
did what theywere asked by council, 
recognizing that council has the last 

In the end, council voted 7-2 to 
delist all 32 properties. “I believe things 
should be done with permission. There 
should be dialogue,” said Contois. “We 
really need to scrutinize this list inves¬ 
tigate the home, talk to the home

The second annual Run/Walk, 
Swim or Bike/Spin PH Challenge, 
a week-long fundraiser for the Pul¬ 
monary Hypertension (PH) Asso¬ 
ciation of Canada, wrapped up on 
Nov. 11. 

Participants paid a $20 entry fee 
to swim laps in the Bradford Lions 
Aquatics Centre pool at the BWG 
Leisure Centre, ride stationary 
bikes, run or walk laps around the 
indoor track, raising funds to sup¬ 
port ongoing research into the lit¬ 
tle-known but potentially fatal con- 

PH causes high blood pressure in 
the arteries of the lungs, making it 


difficult for the body to get the oxy¬ 
gen it needs. The result is shortness 
of breath and fatigue that can make 
the simplest tasks almost impossi¬ 
ble. PH can result in heart failure, 
and even death. There is no cure. 

On Nov. 12, “medals” were pre¬ 
sented to those who went the far¬ 
thest in their efforts to raise funds 
and awareness for PHA Canada. 

The medals were cookies, in gold, 
silver and bronze, created by Laura 
Vree of Sweet Handmade. 

Vree not only made the medals, 
she won gold in the Competitive 
Women’s Swim, completing a total 
of 16,000 metres in the one-week 
period - equivalent to the distance 
from Orillia to Washago, on Lake 
Couchiching. In second place was 


Marianna Koljubakin; in third place, 
Carolyn Boudreau. 

Competitive Men’s Swim was won 
by Emile Verheul, who swam 20,000 
metres. Carlos Costa was second; 
Alejandro Antequera was third. 

In the recreational swim, top men 
were Will Wegman, winning gold, 
and Kent Neilsen with silver. Top 
women were Lynn Kanyo in first, 
Ruth Dolan second, and Heather 
Fudge, third. 

Top Runners/Walkers were Zarko 
Tesic in first place, completing 600 
laps; Councillor Gary Baynes sec¬ 
ond, with 506 laps, and in third 
place, Carole Comeau, 384 laps. 

Top cyclists were Shawn Wilcox in 
first, riding 365 km., and Giovanni 
Canclini in second. 

Dolan, a Director of PHA Can¬ 
ada, Toronto branch, and leader of a 
local PH Support group was pleased 
to announce the winners, espe¬ 
cially the top fundraiser: her daugh¬ 
ter Emily, diagnosed with PH seven 
years ago, who not only raised $760 
for the association, but completed 
52.8 km. 

“Emily couldn’t get out of a chair, 
seven years ago,” Dolan said. She 
was given three months to live, but 
since being diagnosed, effective 
treatment has given her back her 


"Emily trained for this. She trained 
for a marathon,” said Ruth - but tri¬ 
umphantly, travelled even farther. 

Dolan thanked Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Mayor Rob Keffer and 
members of council, Ron Orr, Peter 
Ferragine, Mark Contois and Gary 
Baynes, who attended the awards 
presentation at 8 a.m. on Thursday, 
for the town’s ongoing support. 

"My father had lung disease, but 
was able with different programs 
and exercise, to live a very full and 
healthy life,” Mayor Keffer said, add¬ 
ing that November is not only PH 


Awareness month, but Lung Month. 
Keffer noted half of the funds 
raised would be going to important 
research, so that those diagnosed 
with PH “can have hope.” 

The Bradford fundraiser collected 
$3,395 for PHA Canada. 

Also ongoing: The Lend a Hand 
Campaign, for PHA Canada. Phar¬ 
maceutical company Actelion, 
which makes one of the drugs used 
to treat PH, will match funds raised 
across Canada, up to $10,000.

On Sunday, Foxwood Farm 
riding stable on the 13th Line 
of Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury, opened its doors to Can- 
dleUghters Simcoe, a support 
group for parents of children 
diagnosed with cancer 

Stable owner Robyn Freer, 
staff and a group of student 
volunteers welcomed ten kids 
and their families from com¬ 
munities that included Innis- 
fll, Oro-Medonte, Barrie and 
Huntsville, for a morning of 
grooming the horses, saddling 
up, and learning howto ride. 

For most, it was the “first 
time they have touched a 
horse,” said Cheryl Gotthelf, 
head of Resource Devel¬ 
opment with Candlelight¬ 
ers Simcoe. “We have some 
that are keen, and some that 
are a litde nervous,” but all of 
the kids overcame the chal¬ 
lenges, to try horseback riding. 
Candlelighters Simcoe has 
been in operation for 25 years, 
with the goal of “lighting the 
way for families affected by 
childhood cancer." 


'We run a bunch of different 
programs throughout the year? 
Gotthelf said, from monthly 
parent support group meet¬ 
ings, to art therapy sessions for 
kids and teens, family social 
events, school and bereave¬ 
ment support, and a Christ¬ 
mas program that provides 
a gift basket for every family 
going through treatment, and 
during the first year post-cure. 

“We support from the 
beginning, as long as the fam¬ 
ily needs it,” Gotthelf said, 
including some limited finan¬ 


cial assistance, if needed, to 
ease the financial burden of 
cancer: “On average, a child’s 
diagnosis costs $30,000," she 
said, excluding loss of income 
when a parent takes time off to 
care for a child with cancer 

There are about 100 families 
from across Simcoe County, 
on Candlelighters’ active list 
- about 35 currendy in treat- 

“We’re just a small organiza¬ 
tion. We rely entirely on com¬ 
munity donations,” Gotthelf 
said, and the generosity of 


both individuals and busi¬ 
nesses like Foxwood Farm, to 
make programs and services 
available. She also thanked 
Tim Hortons, in Stroud and 
Alcona, which donated hot 
chocolate and Timbits for the 
families. 

Parents watched from the 
sidelines, as their kids enjoyed 
a riding lesson in the indoor 
ring. 

“This isn’t something I’d 
ever be able to let her do. I 
have four kids - there isn’t 
the budget,” said one mom, 
watching her daughter, in 
recovery from surgery for a 
brain tumor, riding confi¬ 
dently on horseback. “The 
wonderful thing about Can¬ 
dlelighters is tbey include the 
siblings too. A lot of organiza¬ 
tions don’t, and it affects them 
almost as much.” 

Candlelighters is affiliated 
with Ontario Parents Advocat¬ 
ing for Children with Cancer, 
and Childhood Cancer Can¬ 
ada.
